At first I thought these skips were 
made to insert the damaging message. It entered my mind that the deleted parts 
might have been used to manufacture the inserts. This could have been done in 
the font before a mold was made. But it became too much of a puzzle for me and 
so I decided to turn this matter over to a real expert.

I spoke with the Attorney General and informed him of the informa~ 

tion we had received concerning the current dissemination of the so-called 
CBlauyelt Family Genealogy" and that, of course, there was no truth whatsoever 

mentioned on tle item being distributed that books on the Blauvelt genealogy 
had been confiscated by the FBL The Attorney General said that he, of course, 
was aware of the rumors which had been circulated oncerning this genealogy 
and that this was the vilest kind of slander of the President. He asked if we 
could look into the matter and see if we could determine who was responsible 
for disseminating this material.

Mr. O'Donnell did indicate 
that the President as a young man had. known Miss Kerr and had dated her 
but there had never been any question of marriage. 


On June 4, 1962, the Attorney General and Mr. O'Donnell were 
advised that an article had appeared in the May, 1962, issue of "The 
Thunderbolt," official organ of the National States Rights Party (NSRP), 
captioned, "KENNEDY'S DIVORCE EXPOSED!

The New York Office has now furnished a 
leaflet, purportedly a reprint of a portion of "The Blauvelt Family

The Rumor About

The following is extracted from 
The Blauvelt Family Genealogy— 
A Comprehensive Compilation of 
the Descendants of Gerrit Hend- 
rickson (Blauvelt) 1620 to 1687, 
who came to Ámerica in 1638. The 
Library of Congress lists the pub- 
lisher as the Association of Blau- 
velt Descendants. The book was 
compiled by Louis L. Blauvelt, and 
was published in Hillsdale, New 
Jersey in 1957. On page 884, list- 
ed under Eleventh Generation,

*(12,427) DURIE (Kerr), MAL-

P. Kennedy, one time Ambassador 
to England. There were no chil- 
dren of the second or third mar- 
riages."

This is a true story. I experienced 
part of it. It is about a little town 
called Monroe, just twenty miles south 
of Charlotte, in the state of North 
Carolina, one of the original thirteen 
colonies. 


Recently I visited Bill Mahoney, one 
of the Monroe Freedom Riders, to read 
through the extensive notes he kept on 
the activities there. We talked for 
many hours about our experiences and 
I was strongly reminded of the town’s 
mood by a phrase of Bill’s: “A rail- 
road slices through Monroe, cleaving 
the town in two, and the pieces fall 
back into place; one black, one white.” 
That’s the way Monroe is; sharp, pre- 
cise, brutal. Racial tension is the com- 
monplace, harmony the rare. 

This story doesn’t belong only to the 
Freedom Riders; we didn’t make the 
town, it’s been there for a long time. 

Monroe first began to be a thorn in 
the side of North Carolina’s ‘liberal’ 
reputation in 1958 with the advent of 
the “kissing case.” Two little boys, 
both colored, seven and nine years old,

On 8/8/62, SA C. P. Hartley of the Special Investigative 
Division requested comparison of the typewriting on four envelopes 
previously submitted to the Laboratory, designated Ql through Q4, 
with the typewriting on a gummed label on a larger envelope, 
designated Q5, and with comments resembling typewritten notations, 
appearing on opposite sides of a printed sheet, designated Q6, 
entitied "The Blauvelt Family Genealogy." The comments on one side 
begin "Information is that..." ending "...by the F.B.I." and on 
the other side begin "We feel this..." ending "...your entire 
membership." 


It was determined in the Laboratory that th typewriting 
on Q5 was not prepared on the same typewriter used to prepare the 
typewriting on Ql through Q4. It was also determined the comments 
on Q6, previously mentioned, which have the appearance of typewriting, 
were not prepared from typewriting originating from the typewriters 
used to address Ql through Q5. 


Ql through Q6 were returned to SA Hartley. SA Hartley 
was telephonically advised of these findings.

A representative of the Police Department, Farmington, 
New Mexico, has made available to the Burgáu two documents. One is 
& letter reportediy prepared by David Stacey at Farmington, New 
Mexico, captioned "'The Latest Scandal’ Communication Media Exposed!" 
"hé óther document is captioned "What About David K, Stacey?" The 
first document makes reference to the alleged prior marriage of 
President Kennedy to Durie Kerr and asks the question why our "free" 
press and communication media did not inform the people of the alleged 
marriage before the election. He states the Saturday Evening Post 
planned to carry an article on the subject and the Kennedy family 
forced the removal of the article. 


Stacey further states that former Vice President Nixon 
refused to use the story which cost him the election. In addition, 
the document alleges that Kennedy and the administration have much 
more to repent of "than suppression of the truth" and states that 
his "Jew" frontier is loaded with Jews and Negroes. The document 
concludes with a list of publications which are reportedly “good, 
independent sources of present-day truth." 


The second document gives some background information 
concerning Stacey stating that he is an ordained minister who has 
been active in nondenominational circles and has served in Korea 
where he received the “wonderful experience of the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit."

NOTE: By letter of 1-11-62 Mayor Varn congratulated the Director on 
his Criss Award speech. He indicated he was active in the John Birch 
Society and inquired about the National Council of Churches and a 
report prepared by Dan Smoot who was a Special Agent of the FBI 
from 3-23-42 until 6-15-51. He was advised of our policy with 
respect to our commenting on publications, etc., as mentioned 
above, as well as the confidential nature of FBI files. He was also 
given the usual reply about the length of service of former Agent 
Howard D. Smoot. The only information in Bureau files on him of a 
possible derogatory nature revealed that he attended and was 
subsequently elected an officer of the Citizens Council of Bamberg, 
South Carolina. Considerable research has been conducted in the 
"Common Sense" file and there is no indication that the FBI has 
publicly made any statement characterizing ''Common Sense" as 
“the vitriolic hate sheet, Common Sense." When receiving 
inquiries about this publication, when appropriate, and after 

stating that the FBI does not characterize publications, etc., we 
have referred individuals to the HCUA's report as indicated above. 
This report describes ''Common Sense" as a "hate group" which 
published "some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to*come 
to the attention of the Committee." Our files reveal "Common 
Sense" was so characterized because of its vicious anti-Semitic 
Statements. The article in "Newsweek" magazine of September 24, 
1962, on page 86 is captioned "The Blauvelt Campaign." Numerous 
memoranda have been submitted in connection with this publication's 
charge that President Kennedy was once married to a Durie Kerr.

Ever since the heyday of yellow jour- 
nalism, the sense of responsibility of the 
American press has been more censured 
than praised. For political profit or for 
readers’ pennies, sensation has often tri- 
umphed over reliability. 

But for the last sixteen months, vir- 
tually every major newspaper, magazine, 
and wire service in the U.S. has refused 
to publish a sensational report—familiar 
to hundreds of thousands of Americans 
and millions of Britons—about the Presi- 
dent of the United States. They have 
spiked the story despite what appears 
at first glance to be “documentary evi- 
dence” and despite scattered publication 
of it—or hints at it—by hate groups and 
gossip columnists.

In June it appeared in another racist 
sheet, The Winrod Letter, published in 
Little Rock, Ark., by the Rev. Gordon 


Winrod, son of a Kansas Fascist, the Rev. . 


Gerald Winrod, indicted under the Sedi- 
tion Act during World War II. The same 
month it appeared in a Tennessee 
weekly, and in July was broadcast over 
radio station WAIL in Baton Rouge, La. 

A story on this broadcast was moved 
by one wire service, United Press In- 
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Burne-Jones and the pre-Raphaelites. 

Davies himself never made it as a 
modern artist. His efforts at cubism pro- 
duced only a superficial appliqué of 
crosshatches on his famous Aphrodites, 
and he soon gave that up to return to his 
usual sylvan hills and dales.

Despite Davies’ oddities (and conserva- - 
tism), he was a logical choice to lead the 
artists who put on the Armory Show—he 
liked cubism, he was successful, and he 
had the ear of such wealthy New York 
collectors as Miss Lizzie P. Bliss, Ger- 
trude Vanderbilt Whitney, Benjamin Alt- 
man, and Mrs. Cornelius J. Sullivan. 
Furthermore, Davies was independent

Several members of Congress 
have reportedly received copies of the geneatogy; and denial of the 
allegation has recently appeared in several prominent publications, 
including "Time" and "Newsweek" magazines. 


The story apparently was first published in "The Realist", 
dated March, 1962, a magazine devoted to articles of a sensational 
nature. It was then given wide circulation by the National States 
Rights Party through its publication, "The Thunderbolt." Additional 
publication was made by similar groups. 


~ The story first reached a national audience on September 2, 
1962, when the Sunday supplement, "Parade," of "The Washington Post"

was any truth to the allegation. "Parade" said the rumors were false 
and the British press then frontpaged the story. Walter Winchell 
reprinted the "Parade" item and asked ,"Why hasn't the White House 
debunked it?" 


The September 17, 1962, issues of "The Washington Post" 
and "The Evening Star" carried articles on the story stating the 
allegation had been brought to their attention more than a year 
ago and that inquiries by their reporters and those of other national 
news organizations had convinced them that the rumors were groundless. 


The September 24, 1962, issue of "Newsweek" states the 
story is false and that the President and Mrs. Kennedy are "philo- 
sophical" about the "Bilauvelt campaign" and recognize it as being 
motivated by extremist groups and circulated for political purposes. 


The September 28, 1962, issue of "Time" magazine carries a 
two-page story on the genealogy in which it states that a few days 
ago Durie Kerr (Shevlin) herself for the first time denied the 
whole story in detail, stating, “It is absolutely false and 
ridiculous."

.But for the last sixteen. months, vir- 
tually every major newspaper, magazine, 
and wire service in the U.S. has refused 
to publish a sensational report—-familiar:

and millions, of Britons—about the Presi- 
dent of the United States. They have 


spiked the story despite what appears . 


at first glance to be “documentary evi- 
dence” and despite scattered publication 
of it~or hints at it~by hate groups and 
gossip columnists. 

The “story” falsely alleges that’ before 
he married Jacqueline Bouvier in New- 
port, R.I, on Sept. 12, 1953, John F. 
Kennedy was secretly married to a two- 
time divorcee. 

Beginnings: The story first appeared 
in a beatnik Greenwich Village magazine 
of slight circulation, “The Realist,” dated 
March 1962, and headlined “The Story 
Behind the Rumor About President Ken- 
nedy's First Marriage."

SIBLE, the "official White Racial organ of 
the National States Righ.s Party" charged 
the President was "secretly divorced" be- 
fore he married Jacqueline Bouvier. 

In [une it appeared in another racist 
sheet, The Winrod Letter, published in 
Little Rock, Ark., by the Rev. Gordon 
Winrod, son of a Kansas Fascist, the Rev. 
Gerald Winrod, indicted under the Sedi- 
tion Act during World War II. The same 
month it appeared in a Tennessee 
weekly, and in July was broadcast over 
radio station WAIL in Baton Rouge, La. 

A’story on this broadcast was moved 
by one wire service, United Press In- 
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BuſS nes and the pre-Raphaclites. 


Davies himself never made it as a 
modern artist. His efforts at cubism pro- 
duced only a superficial appliqué of 
crosshatches on his famous Aphrodites, 
and he soon gave that up to return to his 
usual sylvan hills and dales. He dabbled 
in pseudo-scientific theories of art, and 
worked out an elaborate mumbo jumbo 
which he called the "lift o£ inhalation"— 
he claimed that the excellence of Greck 
art was attributable to the healthy gulps 
of fresh air that all Greek figures were 
supposedly shown inhaling. He cven re- 
touched hundreds of his earlier paintings 
to give them a chesty quality, Eventu- 
ally he withdrew from New York and 
went to Italy, where he died in 1928 at 
the age of 66. 

Despite Davies’ oddities (and conserva- 
tism), he was a logical choice to lead the 
artists who put on the Armory Show—he 
liked cubism, he was successful, and he 
had the ear of such wealthy New York 
collectors as Miss Lizzie P. Bliss, Ger- 
trude Vanderbilt Whitney, Benjamin Alt- 
man, and Mrs. Cornelius J. Sullivan. 
Furthermore, Davies was independent 
of the fusty National Academy of De- 
sign, and he had a puritanical respect 
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National Monument 


Vincent Van Gogh sold his paintings 
for a pittance during his lifetime.

In our preceding issue (“News-Bulletin” No. 91), in which we 
published, verbatim, Kennedy’s horrifying “Disarmament” plot, en- . 
titled “Dep't. of State Publication 7277,” we frequently stressed that 
that entire “Disarmament” plot is in all intents and purposes ex- 
actly the same as the “United World Federalists” treasonous “RESO- 
LUTION” which we (CEG) forced rescission by the California 
Legislature (and 24 additional states) in‘March 1950.

On Monday, July 27 (1949), in Sacramento, I ran headlong into 
a scheme that out-Machiavellis Machiavelli, and which is beyond 
any doubt inspired and oriented by Moscow.

SHALL WE DIE IN OUR SLEEP 











I first became aware of the existence — and the vicious objec- 
tive — of the UWF in February 1947, when a motley crew of so- 
called Americans assembled in Asheville, North Carolina, for the 
brazenly avowed purpose of nullifying our CONSTITUTION and 
outlawing our DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE. However, 
I had at that time already dedicated myself to the job of awaken- 
ing America to the Red Menace in Hollywood — which I assure 
you is a us time job all by itself — and I gave the UWF only a 
passing thought . . . .

Eventually, we would be compelled to 
MERGE OUR CITIZENSHIP WITH ALIEN AND DISTANT RACES, who do' not 
share our language, our customs, our principles of law, aur traditions of 
individual liberty or our ancestral experiences in the arts of qualifications 
of democracy. ; 


"Obscure in its origin, the movement was initiated some years ago by 
Robert Lee ‘Humber, a lawyer of Greenville, North Carolina, who formulated 
a proposal, for submission to State Legislatures, to ‘declare that all people 
of the earth should be united in a world federation.’ Since the formation 
of the ‘United Nations,’ the movement has been carried further by new 
organizations. One of ‘the most active groups is the ‘UNITED WORLD FED- 
ERALISTS, INC.,/ headed by Cord Meyer, Jr, which has a GLOBAL pro- 
spectus .... Another group is ‘FEDERAL UNION, INC.,’ which as a begin- 
ning would recombine the United States into the obsolete British Empire. 

. Still another group would start with an ‘ATLANTIC UNION’ and pré- 
gressively include all of Europe, the Americas, Asia, Africa and Australasia. 

. Then there is the ‘AMERICAN ASSOCIATION For the UNITED NA- 
TIONS,’ of which former Under-Secretary of State Sumner Welles is honorary 
President, à 


"Since the movement was instituted by Mr. Humber — way back yonder 
and down in Dixie — the Législatures of SEVENTEEN STATES have been 
deluded into adopting formal ‘RESOLUTIONS’ favoring ‘limited world govern- 
ment!’ . . . which is the basic idea. But developing this basic idea further, | 
the UWF has devised a new ‘model’ RESOLUTION for the Legislatures 
DIRECTLY SEEKING A CHANGE IN OUR FEDERAL CONSTITUTION and call- 
ing upon Congress to summon a national constitutional convention for the 
purpose. 


"Furthermore, the UWF has established local propoganda chapters in 600 
communities and colleges; has won the support of the pretentious American 
Academy of Political and Social Science; and has under way a $500,000 
‘expansion campaign’ to ‘transform the UNITED NATIONS into a limited 
world government.' 
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“The danger is growing imminent. The Legislatures of 36 states can com- 
pel Congress to call a constitutional convention for that purpose; and near- 
ly half of the requisite number of states have already sanctioned, in effect, 
this procedure which would ultimately result in their own political ex- 
tinction. . . .

BACKGROUND OF UWF 


The ill-omened birth of the UWF occurred in Asheville, North 
Carolina, on February 21, 1947. On that day all the groups in Amer- 
ica that were organized to clamor for “world federalism” assembled 
in that city. This conference was called the "First National Congress , 
of World Government Organization,” the purpose being to merge 
all of them into one over-all organization. There were sixteen such 
groups under various names.

Each of the above named has been an Organizer, Sponsor, Direc- 
tor and active worker in at least 5 to 50 other FLAMING RED 
FRONT ORGANIZATIONS — name ANY Red Front and you will 
find most of them in its Directorate . . . . and these are the in- 
dividuals who used the word PEACE to organize the UWF ! ! !

THE TECHNIQUE OF THE REDS 











At this point, a comparison of the methods or operations decided 
upon by the UWF with the Moscow official techniques becomes 
very significant!

ہ٥‎ All Chapters are to organize “Study Groups” within, and whenever 
possible, under the sponsorship of these various Clubs and Organizations. 
The Speakers are to arrange special study meetings in their homes, and/or 
in the homes of influential Social and Civic leaders.” 


Now let's examine the UWF's Bag of Tricks — as taken verbatim 
from their Charter and By-Laws.

TECHNIQUE OF THE UWF 
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“Local Chapters are to be set up under the jurisdiction of State Branches, 
wherever possible, otherwise directly under the corporation itself. Provision 
is made for members-at-large in communities where there are no organized 
chapters. The governing body of the United World Federalists is to be the 

‘General Assembly; a representative assembly of all members is to meet at 
least once each year. In between meetings of the Assembly, the corporation 
is to be governed by the Executive Council. 


"Each chapter is to create and train a corps of effective speakers and 
make them available to Women's Clubs, Church organizations, University, 
College and High School Clubs and Societies, Men's groups, Parent-Teacher 
groups, etc. Special efforts to be directed at all Church groups, stressing 
the word Peace as our motive. Wherever possible, induce Ministers to lend 
their names to chapter boards." 


(Note:—In other words, their theory is that if they succeed in de- 
luding and. hypnotizing your pastor, he, in turn, will anas- 
thetize you and all the members of his congregation.) 


"All chapters are to create Study Groups within the various Church 
and Civic organizations, and, wherever possible, under the sponsorships of 
the Churches and the various Organizations. In. addition, the speakers are 
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to hold home meetings in their own homes, or the homes of Community 
leaders.” ^ 


Close examination of the structures of "The League of Women 
Shoppers,” “the American League for Peace and Democracy,” “The

The UWF further decided that student chapters are to be or- 
ganized and are to have the status of local chapters, to be under 
the immediate direction of a National Student Council — but, the 
Executive Council would make all decisions in the student field and 
control all student chapter activities. In other words, the National 
—F Student Council is the taskmaster set up by the Reds behind the 

Executive Council . . . . the Student Chapters are the stooges — 
and the student members just so many “knuckle-headed” pigeons. 
This Student Council consists of 35 members — 10 from Colleges; 
6 from High Schools; 4 from preparatory schools, and 15 unspeci- 
fied.

2 THE PLOT 



































A statement of policy was drafted at the Asheville Convention. 
Boiled down, it declared for a One-World Government with so- 
called “limited powers adequate to prevent war,” expressing the 
theory that “PEACE” is not merely the absence of war, but the 
presence of justice, law and order; that world peace can be created 
and maintained only under world law sufficiently strong to prevent 
۱ armed conflict between nations; that, while endorsing the efforts 

of the “United Nations” to bring about a world community favor- 
| able to peace, the UWF will work to transform the UN into a One- 
World Government. 
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Thus, the UWF brazenly declares itself an anti-Nationalist or- 
ganization — and, in particular, anti-United States Nationalist. It 
would surrender our Armed Forces and our Sovereignty to the 
UN. This was actually acknowledged by an OFFICIAL of the UWF 
at the hearing before the Senate Judiciary Committee in Sacramento 
on June 27! 


Their "policy" further states: "This Federal (UN) World Government 
(in which we would be a:149 million voice against TWO BILLION!) will make 
laws relating to natural resources; international trade; transportation; cur- 
rency and many similar matters. For it is quarrels between nations about 
these bread-and-butter questions which will go on causing wars forever, 
unless you and all other world citizens give a law-making body higher than 
any national government the power to settle them," 


To give you a clear idea of what kind of power they intend to 
achieve, I will quote from a book entitled "PEACE OR AN- 
ARCHY,” authored by Cord Meyer, Jr., President and Co-Founder 
of the UWF. After he outlines how the UWF will disarm and trans- 
form the United States into a province within their Federated 
World Government, under complete control of that government, he 
states on page 171 of that book, that “once having joined the One- 
World Federated Government no nation could secede OR RE- 
‘VOLT. . . . because with the Atom Bomb in its possession the Federal 
‘Government police would blow that nation off the face of the earth!” 


This is a statement IN PRINT by the man who is using the word 
PEACE to induce us to give up our Sovereignty, our Freedom, our 
Army, our Navy—AND OUR ATOM BOMB .... and in the same 
breath he, the official voice of UWF, bluntly informs us that if we 

_fall for their scheme and then discover our mistake we could never 
secede — and if we would try to revolt we would be blown off the 
face of the earth by our own surrendered Atom Bomb!

THEY SEDUCE CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE 


On March 24, 1949, a “RESOLUTION” prepared by the UWF, 
known as “Resolution 26”, was passed UNANIMOUSLY by the 
California Assembly — and, after strenuous opposition, was approv- 
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ed by the Senate 23 to 9. Only one word can describe the method 
employed to get that "RESOLUTION" passed — that word is: 
“RAILROADED! The UWFers themselves acknowledged that fact 
with gleeful chortles and statements that "Resolutión 26" was rush- 
ed through the California Legislature before anybody knew "what 
it was all about" . . . . But that was a slight exaggeration. What 
they should have said was: "Before anybody outside of the Cali- 
fornia Legislature knew what it was all about.”

Artie Samish is a behemoth of a man. Outwardly exuding great 
good nature, his hugely fat body shakes like a vat of jello when he 
aughs. Artie is a professional Lobbyist, but the mere word “Lobby- 
ist” in the case of Artie is as great an understatement as saying that 
Toscanini is an orchestra leader. Artie is the Master of the Master- 
Lobbyists. Artie openly boasts that he can pass a Bill or a Resolu- 
tion, or KILL it, before you can say abracadabra — and THAT is 
no understatement.

Smith assured him that he'd get all the "do re mi" he'd need — 
and on March 24 it was passed UNANIMOUSLY by the — 
— many of whose members had previously shied away from it with 
holy horror! ! ! 

By March 31 a few members of the Senate became aware of the 
heinous intent of “RESOLUTION 26” and put up a strenuous op- 


position, but with Samish cracking the whip, it was approved by 


the Senate 23 to 9. 


Gravely alarmed, the 9 who voted against the “Resolution” took 
eps toward reconsidering it. That was brought up on April 6 — 
and was defeated 22 to 13. Thereupon a new RESOLUTION, known 
as RESOLUTION 36, was introduced by Senator Hugh Donnelly 
to rescind RESOLUTION 26 — and was defeated!

When the fight against Communism in America is finally won, ' 


and the valiant ones who made the victory possible will be count-

BY THEIR DEEDS SHALL THEY BE KNOWN 











Another gentleman who plunged his blade deep into the collec- 
tive back of his AMERICAN constituents — and of his State and of 
his Country — is Assemblyman Sam Collins. Collins is Speaker of 
the House. He fancies himself a very important BIG FISH in his 
little pond. He would resent being told that he is disloyal to the 
land he lives in — but, then, so did Frederic March and ‘Eddie 
Robinson scream when they were exposed.

“Sacramento, March 30—Opposition to Senator Jack B. Tenney's State Un- 
American Committee hit a new high in the legislatore today, when Sam

he “will not vote one red cent” for continuing the Committee.” 


The story goes on in typical Commie style, accusing Senator 
Tenney of having used the Funds of the Committee to “build him- 
self up politically by smearing . . . or threatening . . . all those who 
stood in the way of his ambitions.” . 


Two weeks later, on April 12, 1947, this same Red sheet came out 
with another blazing headline: 


“GOP ‘LEADER: ‘NO FUNDS FOR TENNEY’ °" 
“SACRAMENTO; April 11, — Another influential Republican legislator 
today joined the ranks of those who will oppose any appropriation for 
the Tenney State Un-American Committee. Assemblyman Ernest R. Geddes 
(R. Pomona) said he was in agreement with Republican Speaker of the 
Assembly Sam Collins that the Committee should not be given ‘one red 
cent.' " 


As in the previous article, "People's Daily World" quotes Geddes 
along exactly the same line as they had quoted Collins. In both 
cases the same motive stood out like a beacon . . . “abolish the Cali- 
fornia State Un-American Committee.” . 


It mag be just a co-incidence, but those two stories in the "Daily 


People's World" remind me of the high praise Al Capone used to 
accord certain political figures in Illinois — who were on his secret 


payroll. 


On that same front page of the "Daily People's World” — right 
alongside the eulogy accorded Sam Collins for his vituperation of 
the Tenney Committee — we find a huge four-column headline 
glowingly praising Communist Eugene Dennis for denouncing our 
Congressional Un-American Investigating Committee. Is that just 
another coincidence? . . . or is there something significant in the 
fact that these two articles are twin in their support of Communism? 


That was early in 1947. Collins . . . and his pals . . . were unable 
to destroy Tenney and/or the Committee at that time. But they did 
not give up. They bided their time — for an opportunity which 
would enable them to line up overwhelming odds. 'That came with 
"Resolution 26." In March 1949 few people knew very much about 
the UWF. Nobody had gone to the trouble of investigating and ex- 
posing the fact that it (UWF) had been founded, created and or- 
ganized by a gang of the most notorious and crafty Reds in America. 
Employing their wily Red technique, they railroaded their viciously 
traitorous “Resolution 26” through the California Legislature and — 
to our everlasting shame — brazenly announced it to the world as 
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the “California Plan.” Then, as previously stated, Senator Donnelly 
and a pitifully few other wide-awake Americans set up “Resolution 
36” to rescind the give-away America “Resolution 26.” Jack B. 
Tenney roared in to their support. Ah'hl ! ! ! That was the oppor- 
tunity Collins, Geddes and Yorty had been waiting for! And this 
time they had the UWF-Samish “captive” Assembly and Senate 
ready to say “Uncle” — and roll over on command. 


As previously said, the American people didn’t know that that

On Tenney’s insistance a Committee was appointed to investigate 
that charge.

“Los Angeles, July 6, 1949 — The Daily People’s World was praised to- 
day for its ‘excellent coverage’ of the campaign which aided in dumping 
tho Tenney bills in the state legislature . . . . The praise came in the final 
report of the Emergency Coordinating Committee to Defeat the Tenney Bills, 
and was drafted by Philip M. Connelly . . . Connelly directed the campaign 
for the Committee . . . The report was approved by the Committee's steering 
committee, consisting of Robert W. Kenney, Daniel G. Marshall, Hugh Mac- 
beth, Sr., Ignacio Lopez, Averill Berman, William B. Elconin and Paul Major... 
After outlining activities of the Committee, which included placing ads in 
various papers, the report said. ۱ 


" 'Aside from excellent coverage given by the Daily People's World, both 
to the Los Angeles campaign and to information out of Sacramento . . . the 
Press was of little assistance in promoting the campaign. 


“The Tenney Bills went down the legislative drain pipe mainly because 
enough assemblymen were inundated with telephone calls, telegrams and 
letters to the point where they were convinced that a vote for the Tenney 
program would be an emphatically unhealthy act — politically, that is.’

"The report noted that the Committee didn't worry too much about dele- 
gations to Sacramento, or appearance at legislative hearings on the Bills, 
but instead urged the people to utilize their time, energies and money in 
mobilizing the ‘voice from home,“ 


The UWF employed identically the same Commie method of 
the “voice from home” to make the members of the Legislature “sit 
up and say ‘Uncle.” That method will be exposed, in detail in our 
September issue — and it will show a criminal exploitation of the 
United States Mail! ! ! 


Does that show whom Collins, Yorty, O’Gara and all those others 
were working for? 


Friends, if we, the people of the State of California, allow those 
men to go back into our Legislature in 1950 we will have no one 
but ourselves to blame if we finally find ourselves and our children 
in Communist Prison-Labor Camps — or worse!

Within eight hours we (CEG) sent out two thousand telegrams 
and letters by air-mail and special-delivery to our members here 
and in the San Francisco-Oakland area, in which we gave them a 
clear and concise picture of the entire situation, and urged them 
to wire and telephone their Assemblymen and State Senators and de- 
mand their support of the anti-Red Bills and “Resolution 36” to re- 
scind “Resolution 26.” And all our members fully carried out our re- 
quest—thousands of telegrams and special delivery letters poured in- 
to Sacramento during the next three days. So, if your Senator or As- 
semblyman will tell you that he did not know the importance of the 
Tenney Bills, or the significance of “Resolution 26,” you can tell 
him he lies. As further proof that each and every one of them knew 
all the facts in advance, I will cite, in part, two statements made in 
the Assembly Room by Assemblyman Don Levering and in the 
Senate Chamber by State Senator Donnelly. 


Mr. Levering was speaking on behalf of the Tenney Bills; after 
Sammy Yorty had decreed their death by sending them to the Rule’s 
Committee — Yorty’s Press-quoted words were: “I am sending them 
to the Rules Committee to be killed . . . without a further hearing." 
Sam Yorty should have paraphrased Marc Antony with “Friends, 
Fellow-Americans, Countrymen, I am here today not to praise anti- 
Communism but to bury it.” At least, it would have sounded less 
hypocritical! 


Yorty smashed to smithereens all Assembly rules of procedure 
with that act. In an: eloquent plea, Levering made that all very 
clear on that day especially in his concluding statement: 


In conclusion, he said; "Let me point out that the name of every mem- 
ber of the House is under a shadow because of our failure to stand up and 
be counted on this subject. We are being called traitors and cowards be- 
cause of the honest mistake we have made. You can, and should, correct 
this mistake by withdrawing these bills from the Rules Committee and 
placing them before this House for further consideration.” 


Despite that plea the Tenney Bills remained killed! ! ! 


Now, as to "Resolution 26": On March 24, the Assembly . . . 
whipped into line by Artie Samish . . . passed it unanimously 68 
to 0. On March 31 it came up before the Senate. As proof that 
every individual in the Senate Chamber was made fully aware of 
the treason in that Resolution on that day I quote — in part — 
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from Senator Donnelly's plea for its defeat: . 
“This resolution would apply to the California delegation in Washington 


° to ratify United States entry into a world government that would take 


away United States’ sovereignty and permit a world army to exist stronger 
than the army of the United States, This resolution would take away from the 
United States its sovereign right to maintain an army, navy or air force. . . . 
How do we know that the power we entrust to this world court (Federal 
World Government) will not be used against us? . . .

I urge you to turn this resolution down.” 


Despite this eloquent plea — and knowing what this treason- 
loaded “Resolution” meant — the vote was 23 FOR the “RESOLU- 
TION” to give our Country away, 9-AGAINST it. Following are the 
9 gallant and true Americans: Senators Abshire, Crittenden, Des- 
mond, Donnelly, Hatfield, Hulse, Mayo, Rich and Sutton. 


Following are the 23 Weasel Americans who favor giving up our 
Sovereignty, our Flag and our Country: Senators Breed, Brown, 
Hugh Burns, Busch, Coombs, Cunningham, Dillinger, Dorbish, 
Gibson, Johnson, Judah, Keating, Miller, O'Gara, Parkman, Powers, 
Regan, Salsman, Swing, Ward, Watson, Weybret and Williams. 


„„ On April 6 there was another debate in the Senate to reconsider 
Resolution 26,” at which time Senator Donnelly again appealed to 
the patriotism of his Colleagues: 


“I'm not foolish enough to believe the legislature in Sacramento can give 
up our sovereignty. . . . But Article 5 of the Constitution of the United 
States gives us the power to call a constitutional convention. Do you know 
that the purpose here is to call a convention to give up our sovereignty?" 


He then emphasized the fact that this movement to surrender all 
our rights and powers is Moscow inspired. and. directed! 


"| can remember the time when nobody would have dared to offer a 
resolution of this kind. . . . The reason our foes would have us give up our 
sovereign powers is — we've got the Atom Bomb. I’m glad we have it. 


Jt would be better a thousand times that the bomb destroy the world than 


that we be bound in chains by giving up our liberty and our sovereignty. 
. .. If we give up our sovereignty, we give up our right to defend our- 
selves. Already the Communists control not only all the land and peoples 
behind the Iron Curtain, but almost control France, Italy and many other 
nations. Would you favor turning over our sovereignty to them? . . . You 
will say this resolution merely calls for a convention. I’m fearful if you 
start here, you'll end by giving up our sovereignty to other nations!" 


On this occasion Senators Brown, Hugh M. Burns, Dilworth, 
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Jesperson and Williams joined the original gallant 9. But 22 of our 
other great American State Senators again voted to give our Country 


away.

MORE ABOUT JFiCS FIRST MARRIAGE 








Publication in our “News-Bulletin No. 90" of the item in “The 
Blauvelt Family Geneology,” which revealed John F. Kennedy's 
(first) marriage to Durie (Kerr) Malcolm, apparently hit the entire 
nation like a typhoon. From all parts of the country a wide variety 
of reactions have constantly been pouring in on us. Many persons, 
while expressing amazement, accept the revelation without ques- 
tion — only asking for dates and places of the marriage and the 
divorce; others express doubts due to the lack of dates and places; 
some refuse to believe the entire story — the more naive ones even 
insisting that the “Geneology” was written after Kennedy was, elect- 
ed, merely to “smear” him. That latter contention is, of course, 
stupid: Louis Blauvelt, the author of record, spent 30 years on his 
‘research and compilation. He began in 1926 and .completed the job 
in 1956. It was registered and copyrighted in 1957, and bears the 
U. S. Library of Congress Catalog No. 56-10936. All that was long 
before John F. Kennedy was even remotely a candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States. 


As further concrete evidence that there was no ulterior motive 
for that item, one of Louis Blauvelt's collaborators recalls that 
Duries background was compiled in 1943, at which time young 
Kennedy had no distinctions of his own, that was why he was “iden- 
tified” merely as a son of Joseph P. Kennedy, U. S. Ambassador to 
Great Britain .... and now for even more concrete confirmation of 
the marriage: 


We received a number of letters from old friends of the Ken- 
nedy family in Massachusetts and Cape God. Several of the letters 
distinctly verified the marriage, all of them stating that it made Rose 
(Jack’s mother) very unhappy. However, she (Rose) looked upon 
the marriage as just “one of Jack’s youthful escapades,” which she 
was sure ^wouldn't last long" — and it didn't. 
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From Illinois (the Chicago area), where Durie was born and lived 
through her teen years, caine more confirmation. It was there that 
she, married her first husband, F. John Bersbach, then President of 
the Manz Engraving Company. That marriage was a very brief one— 
from April 1937 to July 1938. Several months later, on January 2, 
1939, she married Firmin Desloge IV, a St. Louis resident. That 
marriage was dissolved one year later—in January 1940. There is 
some confusion about the date of this divorce—some say it was 
January 24, 1947, but it'has been fully established that the year 
was 1940. Moreover, Durie was back in her Chicago haunts — 
alone — in February 1940, As added proof, in conversation with 
a close friend, John Bersbach, Durie’s first husband, now living 
in Winnetka, Illinois, expressed full knowledge of her marriage 
with Kennedy — but could not recall the actual dates of the mar- 
riage or of the divorce. 


Even more interesting — and confirming — are statements made . 
by various of Durie's intimate friends of those years. Pieced together, 
get the following story: 


Durie was born and grew to young womanhood in Lake Forest, 
Illinois, a Chicago suburb. She worked as a hostess in the Ambassa- 
dor West Hotel, also in the Drake Hotel, both in Chicago, where 
she found و و را‎ to mingle with the Cafe Society and the 
playboys of the Windy City. She "went over big" with the playboys 
and quickly became a well-known figure at all the Chicago gay 
night spots. Durie was a very ambitious gal — it was no secret that 
she was after "big game." Whether she decided that her first two 
husbands weren't "big" enough, or broke with them for other reasons 
is not important. When she married Jack Kennedy, he was just an 
inconsequential 22 year-old wild-Irish playboy, but he was a son of 
the fabulously wealthy Joe Kennedy, owner of the Chicago Merchan- 
dise Mart. That made him “big game.” The date of the marriage is 
vague. Some say it was March 1940, some say it was a later month 
in that year, but most concur that the knot was tied by a Justice of 
the Peace. After the break-up with Kennedy, Durie married Tom 
Shevlin, her present husband, and moved to Long Island, N. Y.... 
we will skip the next few years. 


As we know, Joe Kennedy’s chief driving ambition was to trans- 
form the Presidency of the United States into a Kennedy dynasty. 
He had centered all his hopes for that objective on Joe, Jr. But 
young Joe was killed in the early years of World War II. That 
paced Jack next in line. It was 1946 before he (Jack) took his 
irst step toward the White House; via the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Then came the Senate. And that was when his “t outhful 


escapades” with Durie became a grave problem. It was a foregone 
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conclusion that if that ever came out it would spell FINIS for all 
of the Kennedy political ambitions. Once Catholics would know 
that Jack Kennedy is NOT the good Catholic he prétends to be, 
that he pulled the wool over the eyes of his Church, the entire 
Catholic community would vote for anyone who was running 
against him. Yes, sir, that “youthful escapade” had to be erased. True, 
quite a few Chicagoans knew about it, but by the time Jack was 
a candidate for the Senate it was a pretty much forgotten incident. 
The one great danger was Durie: if she “talked” the fat would be 


in the fire. They had to find a way to keep her silent . . . the “way 
was found. 


One bright and sunny day West Palm Beach cafe society acquir- 
ed three new members: Tom and Durie Shevlin and Durie’s daugh- 
ter. And where do you think the Shevlins made their home? In a 
lovely house right on Joe Kennedy's opulent estate . . . . indeed, 
cheek-by-jowl with Kennedy's own lush mansion. 


Now, all that happened before the "Blauvelt Family Geneology" 
came off the press early in 1957. At $40.00 per copy, this thousand- 
plus page book was hardly a candidate for the "best-seller" lists. 
Actually, it (ostensibly) had no interest for anybody other than a 
Blauvelt descendant. Thus the Kennedys didn’t even know of its 
existence — until they heard the vague rumor that it contained an 
item revealing his marriage to Durie. And that rumor didn’t really 
begin to gain ground until after Kennedy won the nomination. The 
dismayed Kennedys promptly went into frantic action. They can- 
vassed every important book store in the nation — such as would 
carry a $40.00 book of this type — and bought every copy they could 
locate. All records and documents of the marriage and the divorce 
they were able to locate were destroyed. The compilers of the book 
were silenced. Ditto the publishers. Nobody was permitted to bring 
up the question at any of the Kennedy press conferences. Accord- 
ing to Congressman H. R. Gross: “Richard Nixon knew of this 
divorce before the campaign, but refused to use it" Other Con- 
gressmen made similar statements. Then it became rumored that 
some newspapers and other publications, including the .“Saturday 
Evening’ Post” were about to publish the story. None of the Ken- 
nedys issued any statements, but Pete Salinger, the White House 
press agent, did. First of all, he warned: 


“This is for guidance, but not for publication, The listing of Durie
